Opinion Expressed That Rup- 
ture Inevitable---Government 
Cannot Accept Conditions of 
Vatican’s Last Note---Don 
Jamie Ready for War. 


San Sebastian, Spain, July 29.—At 
the conclusion of a conference this 
evening between King Alfonso and 
Premier Canalejas it was announced 
that Marquis Emilio de Gjeda, Span- 
ish ambassador to the vatican, had 
been recalled. 

At the same time the opinion was 
expressed that a rupture with the vati- 
can was inevitable. Senor Canalejas 
told the King that the government 
could not accept the conditions of the 
vatican’s last note, and that the vati- 
can would be so informed. 

Premier Canalejas will continue his 
anti-clerical program, counting upon 
the support of King Alfonso. 

Ominous reports are received fol- 
lowing the publication of the news 
that a rupture between the Spanish 
government and the vatican appears 
imminent. ’ 

At San Sebastian, Don Jaime, the 
pretender, has issued a manifesto, in‘ 
which he says that he will lead the 
Carlists in a battle, which he intt- 
mates may be coming soon. 

It is expecteq that Premier Canale- 
jas will ask King Alfonso to set the 
Stamp of his approval upon the course 
that the premier has adopted. 

The vatican has declared that the 
negotiations looking to a revision of 
the concordat cannot be continued un- 
til the imperial decree permitting 
uon-Catholic societies to display the 
insignia of public worship has been 
withdrawn. Canalejas- has responded 
that he cannot cance] the progress 
which the government has announced. 

Unrest Among People. 

In some quarters it is believed that 
the Holy See counts upon the fali of 
the government. Canalejas, however, 
is said to have had the assurance of 
the king's support at the time he de- 
termineg .upon his plan for religious 
reforms. 

The general situation is complicated 
by the unrest among the miners in 
the Catalonian provinces and the oc- 
casional clashes between the Catholie 
and non-Catholic elements throughout 
the country.

IN WILSON’S HANDS 


Secretary of Agriculture to 
Open Up Vast Quanti- 
ties of Land. 


Portland, Oreg.. July 29.—James Wii- 
son, secretary of agriculture, arrived 
here last night from Seattle. He said 
he had taken personal charge of the 
forestry service, and declared it his 
intention to open up for settlement 
all lands now within government for- 
est reserves which are suitable for 
agriculture and do not run over 4,000 
feet of timber to the acre.

President, Desiring Informa- 
tion First Hand, Relies Upon 
Crane’s Sagacity-—-Much Sig- 
nificance Attached to Sena- 
tor’s Visit to Beverly. 


Beverly, Mass., July 29.—Senator 
Winthrop Murray Crane, of Massachu- 
setts, who occupies in the senate a po- 
sition similar to that of the republic- 
an whip in the house of representa- 
tives, wag summoned to Beverly today 
by President Taft, and had a long talk 
wth the chief magistrate at Burgess 
Point. 


Senator Crane is perhaps the closest 
political adviser the president has. He 
was asked by the president to make 
a trip through the west in the near 
future, going as far as Seattle, Wash. 
He will inquire into political condi- 
tions in the states through which he 
travels. The president is said to de- 
sire this information first-hand. He 
has the utmost confidence in Senator 
Crane’s poltical sagacity. 

Taft Relies Upon Crane. 

The senator is noted for the quiet 
manner in which he accomplishes the 
most difficult tasks. During the last 
session of congress M. Taft relied 
absolutely upon the junior senator 
from Massachusetts, and often made 
him the means of communicatine the 
administration’s views to the upper 
branch of congress. Despite the im- 
portant part he played and the great 
influence he wielded in helping the 
president’s program through congress, 
Senator Crane rarely, if ever, uttered 
a word on the floor of the senate. 

In selecting an emissary to the mid- 
die and far west, the president natur- 
ally turned to Senator Crane. The sen- 
ator already has made a few quiet 
trips of observation, and he discussed 
what he had learned with the presi- 
dent today. 

Taft Desires Impartial Survey. 

Mr. Taft is anxious to have an im- 
partial survey made of the field. He 
believes that an outsider can go and 
give a better understanding of the sit- 
uation in the different states than the 
leaders actively engaged in the poli- 
cies of the various commonwealths. 

Today’s action is regarded as one of 
the --ost important politically that Mr. 
Taft has ever made. The _ senator's 
visit was surrounded with the greatest 
secrecy. 


RAWN'S OWN DEED, 
SAYS CORONER'S JURY 


Chicago, July 29.—The coroner's 
jury, empaneled to inquire into thé 
death of Jra G. Rawn, late president 
of the Monon railroad, returned an 
open verdict at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, but found that he died from a 
shot fired from his own weapon by his 
own hand. 

The verdict is as follows: 

“We, the jurors, sworn on oath to 
inquire into the death of Ira G. Rawn 
at his home in Winnetka, on July 20. 
find that he came to his death at 1:20 
o'clock on the morning of July 20 
from shock and hemorrhage caused by 
a bullet from his own revolver, fired 
by his own hand, but whether this 
was accidentally, or with suicidal in 
tent, this jury is unable to determine 
except that the location of the wound 
and the type of the revolver render 
the accident theory less probable.” 

Believed Rawn Responsable. 

The verdict was so worded as to 
show that Mr. Rawn was believed by 
the jurors to have been responsible 
for his own death, but the question of 
suicide or accident was left to be 
fought out by the family and the in- 
surance companies. It took several 
hours’ deliberation to reach a finding. 
One of the chief points involved in the 
long discussion was how to word the 
document in such a manner as not 
to deprive Rawn’'s family of any legal 
rights the members might have under 


| the $110,000 of accident insurance pol- 


icies left by him. 

Two of the six jurors held out for 
a long time for a verdict of suicide; 
two others held to the accident theory. 
The verdict was a compromise between 
these divergent views.

COLUMBUS CARS 


Union  Sympathizers 
Defy Police. 


Crews Driven From Cars and 
Destruction of Property Is 
Threatened -- Troops __Inter- 
fere Only Where. Actual 
Rioting Takes Place. 


Columbus, O..0, July 29.—Presence of 
three regiments of the Ohio national 
guard did not deter Columbus rioters 
and tonight proved to be the worst 
since the car strike began. A score 
of imported employees of the Colum- 
bus Railway and Light Company were 
injured by stones, bricks and other 
missiles and by 10 o’clock car service, 
which aad been resumed at 4:30 
o'clock, following the return at noon 
of Governor Harmon to the cit¥. was 
suspended and the cars were taken to 
the barns for the night. 

Mayor Marshall late tonight said he 
was disappointed in the aid lent by 
troops. Promptly on his arrival Gov- 
ernor Harmon had declared that the 
militia could not be used for police 
duty. He declared they should remain 
in their camps unless summoned to 
points where rioting broke out. The 
result was that when nightfall came 
the union sympathizers began attacks 
on cars in all sections of the city. 
They defied the police, as they had 
done on previous nights. 

As they did not gather in crowds, 
there was, with two exceptions, no 
mobs to disperse. Before the troops 
could be summoned cars had been 
stoned and the guilty persons had 
made their escape. 

Notable exceptions were On the north 
side, where after crews had been 
driven from cars and beaten, threats 
were made to overturn and demolish 
the cars. Battery C, of Columbus, ar- 
rived in time to drive the people into 
their homes and into nearby streets 
with riot clubs.

City Solicitor H. L. Weinland indi- 
cated in a statement today that un- 
less a settlement was soon reached he 
would act on petitions filed, urging 
him to-ask the courts to appoint a re- 
ceiver to manage the street railway so 
as to secure service.

And Mr. Butt admitted that 
to establish the city court of Gilmer 
county would slightly, very slightly, 
cut down the revenue of that office. 

Principle of the Thing. 

But the cutting down of the revenue 

was a mere bagatelle, according to Mr. 
Butt. It was the pwrinciple of the 
thing On which he opposed the Dill. 
He said it was politics, absolutely 
nothing else, and he said that Mr. 
Smith, although he is the representa- 
tive from Gilmer, only represents a 
faction in Gilmer county and does not 
stand sponsor for the wishes of the 
whole people. 
“And Mr. Butt*backed up his argu- 
ment by producing a petition signed by 
850 citizens of the county in oppos:- 
tion to the court. He said it was sent 
to him because he lived in the circuit 
and because the people had nobody else 
to represent them. 

Mr. Smith, of Gilmer, countered with 
a petition of 950 citizens who favored 
the court, thereby going Mr. Butt one 

to be more ex- 
act. 


Mr. Smith also said that Mr. Butt 
had been the first man to lug politics 
into the question. He said he hadn't 
done it. 

“Didn't you run for the legislature 
against the democratic nominee?” ask- 
ed Mr. Butt. 

4 Yes, I did,” replied Mr. Smith, “butI 
ran because you fellows wouldn't let 
us in the primary, and I'm as good a 
democrat as any man whoever stood in 
this house.” 

Looks Like Two Representatives. 

Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, said it 
looked to him like Gilmer county had 
two representatives, one who lived in 
the county and one who lived out of it. 
“It seems,” said he, “that the gentle- 
man from Fannin, according to his own 
statement, must represent the ‘other 
faction.’ ”’ 

Then the whole house got interested 
in that local bill. Mr. Anderson, of 
Chatham, declared that a member of 
the house was supposed to know what 
his county wants. 

“Why. of course he is.” put in Mr.

Various and sundry other speeches 
followed and it was hinted covertly 
that the f.ght for and against the bill 
was more than a local factional propo- 
sition and that it had to do with the 
political division in state politics.

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MERGERS OF MILLS AND FARMERS. 


The Associated Press brings news of a “merger” effected be- 
tween New England, New York and Maryland cotton mill owners 
with a total capitalization of $20,000,000. 

It is freely stated the proposed consolidation is the largest of 
its kind ever attempted in the history of the cotton trade in 
America. 

The trend seems to be toward the amalgamation of industrial 
units, with a consequent increase in economy of operation and of 
distribution. 

The combinatién most recently formed may or may not lend 
itself ultimately to public approval. The test of actual practice is 
essefitial in all great commercial developments of this nature be- 
fore a judicial determination of its equity 1s possible. 

The main lesson in the news of this merger to the farmers 
of the cotton belt is the imperative necessity of solidifying their 
cwn organization. 

If the great mills of the east are reaching a closer understand- 
ing in the interests of saving money, increasing profits and aug- 
menting efficiency, it is equally incumbent upon the producers 
who are to supply the material for these mills to fortify themselves 
with like protective measures. 

Already steady progress is being made in that direction by 
the Farmers’ Union in every cotton state. 

It is essential, however, that the qualities of vigilance:and co- 
operation be redoubled with the approach of the selling season 
next fall. 

The uneasiness at present prevailing in the cotton market is 
tolerably prophetic of nervous and widely speculative influences 
when the staple shall actually offer for purchase. The mills are 
organizing to protect their interests in the face of these and other

The showing here made is sufficiently impressive. 

But it marks the first chapter only in the development of a 
canning industry which will within a few years be among the most 
important industrial assets of the state. 

Parenthetically, it is worth while remembering that the pre- 
serving of peaches, other fruits and vegetables supply one of. the 
largest sources of revenue to the state of California.

COMMISSION [0 ASK

Will Fight Discri mina- 
tion in Favor of Nash- 


ville Against Atlanta.

An appeal to the 
merce commission to correct 
crimination in favor of 
against Atlanta has been recommend- 
ed by George F. Montgomery, the rate 
expert of the railroad commission of 
Georgia, and will be adopted by the 
commission. 

The average rates on classes 1 to 6 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga, 138 miles 
in distance, are said to be per 
cent higher than the rates applied on 
similar traffic between Nashville and 
Chattanooga, 152 miles. 

Acting under the advice of Judge 
James K. Hines, the legal adviser of 
the commission, the railroad commis- 
sion has held that it had authority to 
fix rates to be charged on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad between Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., and Atlanta. 

Of course, the Georgia commission

has no authority over the various spe- 


cial privileges and preferential 
adjustment which favors 
over other points. In view of this 
fact, the rate expert holds that the 
proper course is for the Georgia rail- 
road commission to take the case to 
the interstate commerce commission. 

The decision of Mr. Montgomery is 
on the application of the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau, filed on March 24, 1919, 
asking the commission to investigate 
the complaint of unjust rates and to 
correct them. 

The commission holds that the spe- 
clal favors granted Nashville and the 
preferential interstate rates which dis- 
criminmate against Atlanta enter so 
largely into the case, that the full 
measure of reldef can only be secured 
through the interstate commerce com- 
mission. ‘

STRONG SHOWIN 
OR PLAZA BILL 


Great Crowd Present at 
Committee Meeting. 


Enthusiastic Speeches Made by 
Representatives of Council 
and Chamber of Commerce. 
Action Deferred Owing to 
Lateness of Hour. 


The united influence of representa- 
tives of practically the entire citizenry 
of Atlanta, urging that the plaza Dill 
be favorably reported, was forcibly 
brought to bear upon the legisiative 
committee on the Western and Atlan- 
tic Railroad at its meeting at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

The committes met for the sole pur- 
pose of hearing arguments in favor of 
the bill from a joint committee of the 


Chamber of Commerce and the city 
council and from other citizens, and 
the hall of the house of representa- 
tives, to which they were forced to 
adjourn because of the large number 
present, was practically filled with 
prominent Atiantans indorsing the 
movement. Action of the committee 
was deferred owing to the lateness of 
adjournment and tne bill wiil probably 
be taken up monday. 
Kuthusisstic Speeches Made. 

The interest Atlantans are taking in 
the project was evidenced by the en- 
thusiastic speeches made. 8S. N. Evins, 
of the city council, introduced as the 
first speaker Haralson Bieckley, the 
architect who submitted the plans for 
the proposed plaza. Mr. Bleckley out- 
lined the plan, which, briefly, is to 
connect the Forsyth, Broad, Whitehall 
and Washington street viaducts over 
the railroad tracks and to erect both a 
magnificent passenger station and 4 
pubiic comfort building. 

Alexander W. Smith, the attorney 
who drafted thé bill, spoke next of the 
legal points involved. He said that it 
would eliminate every sectional feel- 
ing between the north and south sides 
of the city and would greatly beautify 
the approach to the capitol building. 
He continued that the state of Georgia 
is interested because it will increase 
the value of her property and that the 
state is asked to do nothing but give 
the breath of life to the enterprise. 


Mayor Maddox Favors Bill. 


Mayor Robert F. Maddox spoke of 
the scheme from a financial and com- 
mercial standpoint. He said he does 
not believe a sentiment antagonistic 
to Atlanta exists among the iegisia- 
tors; that all have a pride in their 
capital city. He said that the plaza 
scheme was going to be a difficult one 
to finance, but that he believed it 
would be carried out. He continued 
that the legislature is asked only to 
give permission to improve its prop- 
erty, without the cost of a cent to 
Georgia, and that every possible pre- 
caution is being taken to protect the 
state. 

Frederick J. Paxon, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, then spoke 
briefly, but enthusiastically. He 
pointed out that men had left their 
business for the express purpose of 
pleading with the committee to report 
the bill favorably; that it means the 
enhancement of property; that the 
scheme is practical from an architec- 
tural standpoint, and the legislature 
is asked merely to give verbal assent 
to the idea. 

James R. Gray, editor of The Jour- 
nal, spoke at length of the benefits of 
the project and of its immensity, say- 
ing that he believed it would be car- 
ried out. He said that it was of ut- 
most importance that action should be 
taken at this session of the legisla- 
ture. In reply to a question from 
Barry Wright, of Floyd, Mr. Gray said 
that it has been estimated that the 
outstanding obligations which would 
be brought about by the construction 
of the plaza could be liquidated in 
about twenty years. 

FF. L. Seely, publisher of The Geor- 
gian, next spoke enthusiasiically fa- 
voring the bill. 

Clark Howell, editor of The Consti- 
tution, Was unavoidably prevented from 
being present, but a letter from him 
to Mr. Evins was read, in which Mr. 
Howell stated that he warmly advo- 
cated the passage of the bill and sin- 
cerely hoped that the committee would 
report it favorably. 

It is not expected that there will be 
opposition in either branch of the 
legislature. 

Governor Brown has expressed his 
approval in a letter to President Pax- 
on, of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
will sign it if passed.

Greenvilte, 8. C., July 29.—(Special.) 
Electric motor car service without the 
use of trolley wires or the third rail 
attachment is now being given on the 
line of the Southern Raiiway and the 
Blue Ridge railway, between Green- 
Ville and Anderson, the intermediate 
territory being perhaps the most thick- 
ly settled milling section in the south, 
including the important points, Pied- 
mont, Pelzer, Williamston and Belton. 
The first car was run yesterday. 

Only one motor car is now operated 
and two round trips a day are made. 
Though a large number of stops are 
made the car has no trouble in making 
the schedule time. The car now in use 
is the property of the General Electric 
Company and will be used until two 
cars being, built by that company es- 
pecially fér the Southern Railway are 


delivered. The new cars will provide 
seats for 67 passengers. 

The car is run by electricity generat- 
ed by a gasoline engine. The power- 
ful machinery is compactly placed in 
the forward end of the car. It is easily 
manipulated and the car is handled 
with perfect ease. The greatest inter- 
est is felt throughout this section in 
the motor car and it is crowded every 
trip. The first day it was greeted by 
great crowds at every station. At one 
place a citizen was so anxious to get 
a view that he left the barber's chair, 
running to the station with his face 
covered with lather. 

The new service is in addition to 
the steam trains run between Green- 
ville and Anderson and is expected to 
prove a great convenience. The oper- 
ation of these cars, the first of their 
kind in the south, will be watched with 
great interest.

ISSUES INVOLVED IN PRESENT CAMPAIGN 


Continued From Page One. — 


ist was a recognized factor in legisla- 
tion. The man with the free pass was 


always in evidence. 


We had a heated campaign, but the, 


people won at the election. The pro- 
gressive democracy took charge. — 

We did not have a majority in either 
house of the legisiature, but with the 
governor and the splendid minority Im 
the legislature a real service for the 
people was accomplished. 

I wish to discuss before you with 
perfect calmness the work accomplish- 
ed in two years by the progressive 
democracy. I wish to compare it to 
the work of the reactionary democrats 
gince that time. I wish to point out 
some of the future work of the 
progressive democracy and to submit 
to you the question: Under which fla 
will you march? ‘ 

Our forefathers sought to establish 
for us a system by which the people 
at the ballot box should rule. By this 


power they were to protect themselves | 
against injustice, and inspired by this | 


power they were to broaden the oppor- 
tunity of the individual citizen. The 
progressive democracy regard the bal- 
lot as @ right almost sacred. To pre- 
serve it in its purity, to exclude de- 
bauching influences from reaching the 
man who uses the ballot, to inspire 
the individual voter with a lofty 
\ patriotism which will control his use 


of the ballot—these are principles of | 


progress which we recognize as essen- 
tial to obtaining those benefits which 
should come from the ballot to a free 
people. 

Disfranchisement of the Negro. 

The first step toward purifying the 
ballot required the exclusion of the 
{gnorant and purchasable negro. 

The true policy in the United States 
should be the development of the 
white race, with no mixture in mat- 
ters of government by the yellow, the 
brown, or the black races. I would 
favor an amendment to the national 
constitution which would limit suf- 
frage to the whites. 

Confronted with the national con- 
stitution which prevented such state 
action, we have still given you a con- 
etitutional provision which excluded 
the great bulk of the negroes. Under 
it less than 10,000 negroes have regis- 
tered this year. Over 200,000 negroes 
might have registered but for it. 

The franchise law, passed during our 
administration—it was yours as well 
as mine—is the wisest and the best 
adopted by any southern state. It is 
unnecessary now to discuss it in de- 
tail. One of its features required the 
payment of taxes six months before 
the date of the election. 

By the adoption of the new franchise 
law the negro has been permanently 
eliminated from politics in Georgia. 
There is not now a county, city, town 
or militia district in the state where 
the negroes have registered sufficient- 
ly to outnumber the whites. McIntosh 
county has for the first time been able 
to hold a white primary. A law of this 
sort had been discussed for several 
years, but toward its passage no 
progress had been made. It was dis- 
tinctly our work, and it was opposed 
at every step by those who are now 
our political opponents. 

The benefits of this law are far 
reaching. It is already making 
negro better suited to his position in 
Georgia. It .makes him more indus- 
trious and more useful. 

For years conditions have existed 
which itn many places required resort 
to means that Were unfair to. prevent 
the negroes from controlling your offi- 
ces. Resort to these unfair means 
produced a lack of proper regard for 
the sanctity of the ballot, and at times 
even white men have been guilty of 
unfairness toward each other. 

With the negro gone from the poll- 
tics of Georgia, with no excuse under 
any circumstances for resort to con- 
duct other than that which is lawful 
or ciean in elections, we can reach a 
higher standard of purity on the part 
of our citizens than would have been 
possibie under prior conditions. 

New Registration Law. 
In connection with the disfranchise-

adopted a registration 
law. This registration law was in- 
tended to make complete and fully 
effective the disfranchisement law, and 
it was also intended to protect the 
ballot box, even at our primaries, from 
the presence of men who did not live 
in Georgia, of men who were not resi- 
dents of the coynties where they sought 
to vote, and of men who were willing 
tO wait until the excitement of the 
election was on to have their taxes paid 
for them and to be otherwise compen- 
sated as an incident to exercising the 
priviiege of voting.

Our political opponents demand the 
repeal of our registration laws. They 


expressly declare their desire to extend 


the day of registration until thirty 
days before the date of the election. 
Let us see what would be the conse- 
quence of this change. 

Our general state primary comes ap- 
proximately sixty days before the elec- 
tion. Our coynty primaries come still 
earlier. To extend the time for regis- 
tration until thirty days before the 
election would prevent the registrars 
from doing anything to purge the reg- 
istration list, practically abolish regis- 
tration, and leave any man the priv- 
llege, no matter where he may come 
from, to participate in our primaries. 
It would open wide the door to illegal 
voting. It would destroy the purity 
of the ballot box; it would discourage 
the patriotic voter from participating 
in the elections, because he would 
know that the active politician, and 
the agent of the interests, using 
money, would make his vote ineffect- 
ve. 


Purging of Lists. 


Under our present law, registration 
closes during the first week in April. 
It requires from that day until the 
Ist of June te perfect the registration 
lists, and to give an opportunity to the 
registrars to purge the list. Our reg- 
istration law provides for an appeal 
by any man who is dissatisfieq with 
the action of the registrars to the su- 
perior court, as appeals are had from 
justice courts. The action also of the 
registrars ig subject to’ supervision by 
the courts of equity. We close our 
registration wor on the part of 
the registrars a sufficient length of 
time before the genera] rimary to 
preven: the excitement of the election 
rom hindering the registrars in their 
judicial work, and also a sufficient 
time to permit supervision of the con- 
duct of the registrars by the courts, if 
such supervision !s necessary. We 
have made a great step forward 
toward the purity of the ballot box 

Have we done eny injustice to the 
voter? We have provided that the cit- 
ixen can register at any time from the 
Ist of October to the list of April. We 
have given him six full months in 
which to register. We have provided 
that he can register at the time he 
pays his taxes, giving the privilege of 
registration during the three last 
months of the year and at the time 
taxes are paid, which had not been his 
privilege prior to the present law. The 
opportunity for registration has been 
increased and made more convenient.

Increase in the Country. 


In the rural districts the number reg- 
istered has increased. In the cities, 
as a rule, it has decreased, and that 
decrease is principally due to the fact 
that illegal names were placed upon 
the registration rolls in 1908. In the 
county of Fulton, in which I Nve, the 
white registration for 19808 was over 
17,500. The white registration for 1910 
is less than 14,500. Over 2,500 illegal! 
voters were upon the registration roll 
of Fulton county for 1908. I do not 
mean that the officers were remiss in 
discharging their duty. The defect 
was in the law.

registration can, to a large extent, be | 


made permanent. The proper plan can 
be devised by which a certificate of 
legal registration can be obtained in 
one county and carried to another 
when the voter moves from one coun- 
ty to another. These are details to 
be worked out with experience, but 
no change should be made in the law 
which lessens its value as a pure 
election law, and the law should be 
perfected by men who really seek to 
exa-t and purify the ballot. 

In August, 1908. the legislature 
passed a bill requiring every candi- 
date for office to file, under oath. a 
statement of expenses incurred in con- 
nection with his race for the office. 
This will be a great help when prop- 
erly enforted toward purifying elec- 
tions. 

I have been somewhat amused to 
see our opponents fil] the rural papers 
with statements that I neglected to 
comply with this law, whan it wasn’t 
passed until sixty davs after the pri- 
ary in which I was defeated for 
governor. 


Railroad Commission. 


The railroad commission law was 
amended. The jurisdiction of the 
commission was extended to all classes 
of public serivce comparfies. The pow- 
er of the commission to require for 
the individual citizen rights to which 
he was entiltded was reatly enlarged. 
The railroad commission act, as com- 
pleted, is similar, in most repects, to 
the public service law of New York 
state. The New York law was drawn 
With great care by leading lawyers 
and business men, under the super- 
vision of Governor Hughes. Our law 
is based upon the same principles of 
justice to the public and justice to 
public service companies as the New 
York law. 

The cry that the cost of the commis- 
sion has been increased should not 
come from the friends of supervision. 
The work of the commission {is 
than four times as great as it was be- 
fore the new bill was passed. 

There are approximately 250 public 
service corporations doing business in 
the state now under the jurisdiction 
of the commission. The gross sum col- 
lected by those companies from the 
tet of Georgia annually is over 
50.990,000.

gas, electric and water companies, 64 
telephone and telegraph companieéssand 
27 compress companies.

Abolishment of Convict Lease. 


The third great piece of constructive 
legislation which came to you through 
the two years of progressive de- 
moocracy is the abolishment of the con- 
vict lease and the utilization of the 
convicts upon the public roads of the 
state. This was literally and exctu- 
sively the work of the progressive 
democracy. 

For years a system of handling con- 
victs existed in our state far from 
creditable. It was objectionable for 
two reasons: First, because the con- 
vict passed out of the hands of the 
state into the hands of private indi- 
viduals, and, second, because private 
individuals were being made rich by 
the use of criminals. 

The struggle to abolish the lease sys- 
tem was, indeed, laborious. Some good 
men in the legislature believed it im- 
possible to handle the convicts excepi 
under leases, and some in sympathy 
with the lessees desired to help them 
accumulate wealth from the use of 
the convicts. 

The representatives of our political 
opponents in the legislature were lined 
up almost solidly in favor of the new 
lease. The claim that they had de- 
clared against the lease is absurd. 
Their leaders prepared the new lease 
bill, providing for the perpetual leas- 
ing of convicts; their leaders support- 
eq it, and it was only defeated by the 
strenuous efforts of progressive demo.

The people of south Georgia already 
feel the benefit which has come to 
them from good roads built by convict 
labor. By the end of ten years, all 
south Georgia will be a network of 
splendid roads constructed because the 
progressive democracy broke up the 
convict lease, and thereby made it pos- 
sible for the counties to use the con- 
victs in the construction of good roads.

State Finances. 


There is no difficulty about handling 
the finances of the state if they are 
managed with conservatism and intel- 
ligence. Our appropriations are passed 
relying upon the ad valorem taxes of 
each year at least in part for their 
payment. The current income of the 
state meets current expenses, but the 
ad valorem taxes are necessary to pay 
the heavy appropriations to public 
schools and to pensions. By the lat- 
ter part of the summer, the surplus 
the treasury now starts 
the first of the year is lable to be ex- 
Our ad valorem taxes are not 
required to be paid before the 20th of 
December. 

The comptroller general collects all 
the taxes directly from the public ser- 
companies. These taxes do not 
pass through the county tax receivers’ 
or comptroller’s hands. They amount 
to over $700,000 a year. 

I believe earnestiy in the prompt 
payment of teachers’ salaries. They 
were more promptly paid while I was 
governor than ever before; but the 
state should mot issue bonds for cur- 


/rent expenses. 


We can advance the time of the pay- 
ment of these taxes, collected from 
public service companies which are 
paid through the comptroller general 
to a date not later than September 1, 
and allow them 1 per cent discount be- 
cause they pay sooner than the public 
generally. I have talked with repre- 
sentatives of a number of these com- 
panies, and I feel sure that this plan 
will meet with no objection. 

The plan will put the treasury in 
ample funds the year through, and it 
will not be necessary to burden the 
state with a bonded indebtedness or 
even with an extensive temporary 
loan to meet current expensea. 

Our general system, permitting the 
payment of taxes so late in the year, 
is due to the fact that the farmers 
collect their money principally in the 
fall, and payment of taxes after that 
time is necessary to meet the financial 
system under which they do business. 
This reason does not apply to the pub- 
lic service companies, and the 1 per 
cent discount on their taxes which I 
have suggested will be a fair allow- 
ance for their earlier payment. This is 
a simple business plan which will 
commend itseif to the unprejudiced.

ceived frequent discussion in connec- 
tion with the transportation problem 
has been the character of charges 
which should be made to and from all 
interior points in Georgia to the ports. 
I have insisted that these rates should 
be fixed solely on the Dasis of what 
was reasonable and just for the par- 
ticular haul to be made by the railroad 
company to and from the ports. 

Let us illustrate by using the city 
of Waycross.

Water is the cheapest plan for trans- 
portation. We should encourage the 
use of our ports in the transportation 
of our commerce. It will build and 
Strengthen the state; it will bulld and 
strengthen the railroads really located 
in Georgia, and it will develop the 
commerce of the state with increase 
of prosperity to those engaged in ev- 
ery line of business, whether on the 
farm, in the factory or store house. 
Our railroads to and from our ports 
have largely begn controlled by com- 
panies that own long lines of rail- 
roads reaching east and west. I know 
that in many instances rates to and 
from our ports have been kept im- 
properly high, forcing shipments over 
all rail lines. thereby depriving the 
people of that benefit from their ports 
to which they are entitled through 
our favored location.

I have published several 
times in the press the reports of a 
number of railroads for their fiscal 
year ending July 1, 1908, which showed 
an increase of net profit over their 
profit for the preceding year. 

The business of the railroads has 
been excellent under the laws made 
by the progressive democracy in spite 
of the fact that the people were re<- 
ceiving a substantial return and sub- 
stantial benefits from these laws. 

It has not been our policy to injure 
railroads or public service companies

Three inspectors 
were sufficient when the convicts 
were in the hands of lessees, but now 
with the convicts in the hands of pub- 
lic officials of the state, when inspec- 
tion is practically unnecessary except 
in rare instances, ten men instead of 
three are employed to do the service, 
each costing the state approximately 
$2.400 a year. The prison commission 
should follow the law passed during 
my term as governor. There should 
be no inspectors, but supervisors, each 
a competent road engineer capable to 
inspect convicts and asstst in road 
building. 


Georgia Railroad Strike. 


I desire to refer to the manner ig 
which the Georgia Railroad strike wag 
handled by the administration which 
carried the flag of the progressive 
democracy. A number of white host- 
lers, really firemen, were discharged 
from the Georgia road and negroes 
put in their places at a little reduction 
of pay. The firemen on the road be- 
lieved that a movement was on foot to 
displace them and to substitute for 
them negroes. A strike followed. The 
race issue took possession of the peo- 
ple from Atlanta to Augusta along the 
line of the road; passion ran high. 
The president of the road called on me 
for aggressive interference. I com- 
municated with the sheriffs and the 
mayors along the line of the road. Note 
one of them requested military help, 
and I did not call out the military. ft 
is the duty of the mayor of the city; it 
is the duty of the sheriff of the cvune- 
ty; it is the duty of the local authori- 
tiles, to preserve law and order, and it 
is the duty of the governor to stimu- 
late them in the responsibilities whic 
the law places upon them and not set 
them aside. 

No judge along the line of the Geor- 
gia Railroad, no mayor and no sheriff 
asked for troops. They were on the 
ground; they were the civil authori- 
ties, and so wisely and conservatively 
did they bear themselves that in spite 
of the fact that the president of the 
Georgia Rallroad seemed almost 
crazed at the time with fear, not @ 
life was lost and not a piece of prop- 
erty destroyed. But finally by arbi- 
tration the differences were adjusted. 

The two years’ administration of the 
progressive democracy in Georgia ig 
now @ part of the state's history.

There was evidently no anx- 
lety to purchawe on the part of mill- 
ing, speculative’ or other buyers, al- 
though it was asserted receipts would 
be lighter as soon as the present big 
run in. Arrivalg at primary mar- 
kets today were heavy. World's ship- 
ments, too, were estimated at a lib- 
eral total. Considerable feeling devel- 
oped in regard to a report that the 
officials of the exchange would hold 
a special meeting and declare that 
10,000,000 bushels in cars, on railorad 
tracks here, would be as regular for 
delivery on July contracts as though 
housed on public elevators.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, July 29.—A broadening of 
the speculation in the new crop months 
at a rather sharp advance in prices 
has been a prominent feature of the 
week in the local cotton market. 
Stimulating and strengthening factors 
have been extreme hot, dry weather in 
Texas and Oklahoma, and reports of 
a sharp decline in the condition of 
the crop over the region east of the 
Mississippi. The unfavorable reports 
have been received in such large num- 
bers, that there is a very general im- 
pression that the monthly government 
report, which is to appear on August 3, 
will show a marked detertoration in 
the crop within a month. Some think 
it will put the condition as low as 74 
per cent, as compared with 80.7 per 
cent in July. 

A month ago guesses on the crop 
yield of 13,000,000 to 138,500,000 bales 
were frequently heard. New estimates 
of 12,000,000 maximum are common and 
there are those who believe that un- 
less Texas gets the needed copious 
rains in the near future, the total yield 
is likely to be nearer 11,000,000 than 
12,000,000. 

The representative of a Wall street 
firm, after five trips of inspection over 
the south this season, estimated the 
yield of 11,250,000 bales, with average 
conditions during the remainder of the 
season. The effect of these sharp re- 
ductions in crop estimates within a 
month has been very noticeable in a 
decided increase of commission house 
buying for people in many sections of 
the country, not excepting the south 
and west. Also spinners, both foreign 
and domestic, have bought freely. The 
buying by continental spinners has been 
a feature of the trading of late. The 
buying of this character seems to indi- 
cate a growing apprehension regarding 
the matter of supplies during the com- 
ing season. Meantime some improve- 
ment is reported in the local dry goods 
market and yarns have been slightly 
more active at firmer prices. Cotton 
has continued to arrive here in sur- 
prising large value for delivery on July 
contracts and tenders during the week 
have been heavy. Further large re- 
ceipts are expected here for delivery 
on August contracts. Spot interests of 
prominence have sold the old crop 
months rather freely at times. Today 
prices declined early on disappointing 
cables, improved crop reports from the 
eastern belt and liquidation. July no- 
tices for 10,000 bales were issued. Later 
there was a rally on hot, dry weather 
in Texas and Oklahoma and a report 
that the National Ginners’ Association 
made the condition of the crop only 
72.9 per cent.

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WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, July 29.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade tomorrow 
will say that there is no lack of evi- 
dence that the business situation is 
much better than the recent depression 
in- Wall street would indicate. A not- 
able improvement in business confi- 
dence took place in the latter part 
of the week, due to recovery in se- 
curity prices to advices that much 
needed rains were falling in crop sec- 
tions and to the excellent quarterly 
report of the leading steel producer. 

Tnat conditions in the iron and steel 
trade during recent months have been 
more satisfactory than generally be- 
lieved is evidenced by the report of 
the United States Steel Corporation for 
the second quarter. Production is at 
a fair rate and reports of cancellations 
are not borne out by facts. Business 
is rather brisk in steel bars and the 
minimum price is $1.45 Pittsburg. 
Shading continues in sheet products 
of from $2 to $4 ton, while the plate 
is firm and there is no sign of abate- 
ment of activity in this direction. 

Buyers are more numerous in the 
primary dry goods markets and trad- 
ing is slightly more active for staple 
prints, bleached goods and duck, while 
miscellaneous export fabrics are in bet- 
ter call with values held steadier. 
Sales at Fall River were equal to a 
full week's output, for the first time 
in a number of weeks, and trading 
is quite general in all lines of odd 
goods. Men's wear for spring and 
dress goods have been opened by a 
large corporation; orders on plain 
staple worsteds increased steadily but 
conservatively. Yarns are firmer and 
in better inquiry. Silks in fancy 
weaves and in the gray for coverting 
purposes sell steadily. 

Shoe buyers still operate conserva- 
tively. Footwear values are 
about 2% per pair lower 
around. There is no snap to the leath- 
er trading but the demand is more 
steady tha na month ago. Large buyers 
are said to be short of supplies and, 
though they operate more or less from 
hand-to-mouth,g appear desirous for im- 
mediate shipments. Further clearance 
sales by large Chicago packers of 
back salting hides at about the prices 
accepted on previous large sales have 
served to impart a much better tone 
to the domestic hide market.

July 29.—Coffee futures 
opened steady at unchanged prices to 
an advance of 5 points in response to 
higher French cables, firm Brazilian 
markets, talk of a better spot demand 
and scattering buying from  liocal 
sources, partly in the way of covering 
and partly for fresh long account.

Future Policy. e 
invite your attention to the fu- 
ture. It should be the policy of the 
progressive -siecntacing A to see to it 
that your railroad commission does its 
work honestly, fearlessly, fairly. with- 
out favoritism, moved alone by the 
purpose to give equal justice to the 
public and the companies under their 
supervision. There are few changes 
required to perfect this law. We can 
permit if to stand the test of time. It 
will demonstrate its value to cor- 
porate interests as well as to private 
citizens. 

Our pure election laws must be en- 
forced. The use of money to hire 
men for political purposes is a vio- 
lation of the law. The judges of the 
superior court should be required to 
direct the grand juries of every coun- 
ty to make a thorough investigation 
immediately after each election to see 
if these laws have been disregarded. 
We will perfect our pure election laws 
and our registration laws with the 
view of giving every legal voter in 
Georgia a full opportunity to become 
an elector, and of requiring that he 
shall vote as a citizen moved by a 
purpose to perform a public duty and 
not corrupted by the use of money. 

Ww. & A: Railroad. 

The people of Georgia are the stock- 
holders in that company called the 
state. What the state owns belongs 
to all the people. What the state 
does should be for the benefit of all 
the people. Graft in the most remote 
form must not enter into public serv- 
ice. Offices must be filled for the 
benefit of those who do not hold them. 

The property of the state must be 
cared for. Our great property, the
